Assembly Government’s 
‘Invest To Save’ fund to 
help it buy the Raven’s 
Court building. 

It means the authority 
no longer needs to rent 
office space, and the sav¬ 
ings are estimated at 
£329,000 each year, once 
council staff have vacat¬ 
ed their old rented 
offices. 

During her visit, the 
Minister was able to see 
the progress at Raven’s 
Court, as well as speak to 
staff who will be moving 
as part of the authority’s 
‘Improving Your Space’ 
accommodation project. 

She was later able to 
visit the new £2m 
Assisting Recovery in 
the Community (ARC) 
centre, which helps local 
adults with mental health 
issues by providing 
structured support and 
activities. 

BCBC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for resources, Coun 
Huw David said: “The 
Minister was especially 
keen to learn more about 
‘Improving Your Space’, 
where we are aiming to 
improve our core office 
accommodation, while 
making considerable 
efficiency savings. 

“The authority cur¬ 
rently leases a number of 
buildings across the 
county borough but this 
costs a considerable 
amount in rent. By alter¬ 
ing the space that the 
council currently has in 
main buildings such as 
the Civic Offices, and by 
buying Raven’s Court, 
accommodation costs 
will be considerably 
reduced, as well as 
adding an important new 
building to its portfolio.” 

A number of changes 
will happen this autumn 
and winter: Work to 
refurbish Ty’r Ardd, 


based next to the coun¬ 
cil’s Sunnyside Offices 
in Bridgend, will begin 
shortly to create accom¬ 
modation for the 
Bridgend Register 
Office, which is currently 
sited at Sunnyside. 

The Reference and 
Information Centre will 
move over from Coed 
Parc into Ty’r Ardd and a 
BCBC spokeswoman 
said: “Bringing the two 
services together under 
one roof will also offer 
customers a one-stop 
shop approach to 
researching family histo¬ 
ry. 

“The newly-renovated 
Ty’r Ardd will offer more 
opportunities for wed¬ 
dings, and a large dedi¬ 
cated room will be avail¬ 
able on a commercial 


basis. There will also be 
improved access for visi¬ 
tors, and dedicated park¬ 
ing.” 

The council 

announced that refur¬ 
bishment works are also 
due to begin on level 
three in the Civic Offices 
in November. 

The new layout will 
create a modern, open- 
plan office for the com¬ 
munities directorate, who 
will be brought together 
for the first time. 

The newly-acquired 
Raven’s Court building 
will house libraries, arts 
and community living, 
property, procurement, 
finance and human 
resources. 


Soldier survives 
Afghanistan, but 
gets injured in

A WELSH 
Guardsman who 
had been serving in 
Afghanistan, was 
head-butted to the 
floor when he visit¬ 
ed a Bridgend pub 
when on leave, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

His attacker, Jake 
Williamson, 24, fled 
from the scene at The 
Roof pub, said prosecu¬ 
tor Julian Greenwood. 

Recorder Richard 
Twomlow said: “It is 
ironic that someone who 
has been serving with 
distinction in 

Afghanistan should 
return to Bridgend and 
be injured.” 

He said Williamson 
had asked his victim, 
Anthony Fuller, “Are 
you a hard man?” 
moments before deliver¬ 
ing the blow. 

Williamson, of South 
Cornelly, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of causing 
actual bodily harm and 
was jailed for 10

months. He wept as he 
was led to the cells. 

Said the Recorder: 
“The head butt was the 
equivalent of the use of a 
weapon. The victim was 
an entirely innocent 
man.” 

Mr Greenwood said 
that in the early hours of 
November 23, Mr Fuller 
and two friends went to 
The Roof and put their 
jackets and jumpers on 
the bar. 

Williamson appeared 
to interfere with them 
and was asked what he 
was doing. 

Williamson became 
aggressive and when Mr 
Fuller tried to take the 
heat out of the situation, 
Williamson head-butted 
him. 

“It was an unpro¬ 


voked and vicious head 
butt to the nose. Mr 
Fuller fainted and was 
sick, and he was later 
treated at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital,” said 
Mr Greenwood. 

He added: “This has 
had quite an effect on Mr 
Fuller, but he said he did 
not wish publicly to go 
into the details of his 
victim impact state¬ 
ment.” 

Williamson was said 
to have convictions for 
using a pepper spray on 
a man, affray, and pos¬ 
sessing cocaine. 

His counsel, Owen 
Williams, said “When he 
drinks, he behaves in an 
inappropriate manner. 
He goes out binge drink¬ 
ing and behaves aggres¬ 
sively. 

“He needs to grow up. 
He has a family and that 
is his motive for 
change.”

There’s never a 
dull moment at 
the Assembly! 


I T’S been nearly nine 
months since I last 
wrote in The GEM. 

Some of you may see that as a 
welcome relief but I hope that 
over the last few years I’ve been 
able to keep your interest up with 
my fortnightly contributions. 

Apologies first then, for having 
been a bit absent from these 
pages but with starting the job of 
First Minister, time has flown! 

Lots of people ask me what 
being First Minister means and 
what the job entails. I’m the 
leader of the government in 
Cardiff Bay and the job is pretty 
wide ranging. 

It involves meeting with other 
leaders such as the Prime 
Minister and the First Ministers 
of Scotland and Northern 
Ireland, as well as having regular 


meetings with leaders and 
ambassadors from abroad. 

There are no set hours and 
quite often I’m working for seven 
days a week, as well as a few 
evenings out as well! 

It does calm down on occasion, 
particularly in the middle of 
August, which gives me time to 
get away with the family. 

I don’t complain about the 
hours, because it’s a great privi¬ 
lege to do the job and I went into 
it with my eyes open. 

There is a pattern to the week, 
though. On Mondays I’m in 
Cardiff. The Cabinet meets in the 
afternoon and there are always 
Cabinet sub-committees that 
meet in the morning and evening. 

On Tuesdays, the Assembly is 
in session. The Labour group of 
AMs meets in the morning and I 
take questions for about an hour 
on the floor of the Assembly in 


the afternoon. 

Sometimes there will be a 
debate that I have to introduce or 
respond to. The session finishes 
at any time up to 8.30pm, 
depending on the volume of busi¬ 
ness. 

For example, if we’re passing a 
law, it can take some time to deal 
with up to 70 amendments. 
There’s always an event of some 
kind on after the session. 

On Wednesday, I’m usually 
visiting somewhere in the morn¬ 
ing and the Assembly sits again 
in the afternoon, while on 
Thursday I usually travel further 
afield in Wales, often overnight. 

Fridays usually bring me back 
to Bridgend to concentrate on my 
job as the Assembly Member for 
Bridgend. 

I usually visit organisations or 
constituents and many people 
come to the office. Every other 


Friday, I hold advice sessions for 
the public (we call them surger¬ 
ies, but thankfully there are no 
scalpels in sight). Again, there is 
usually something on in the 
evening. 

Every other Saturday, I also 
hold a surgery in the office at 
Bridgend and quite often there’ll 
be something on in the night and 
occasionally on Sundays as well. 

It’s a busy job, but I’m lucky 
that I do something that I enjoy. 
It can be tough to juggle family 
life with two young children and 
if I accepted every invitation I 
get I would never be home. 

Living in Bridgend, though, 
means I can get home to them at 
night and I always try to take my 
two to the school bus in the 
morning.

‘self-rostering’ 
proposed for 
the Maesteg

MAESTEG Town 
Council has wel¬ 
comed news that the 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service is 
looking at an alterna¬ 
tive to its controver¬ 
sial plans to introduce 
‘self-rostering’ at the 
Maesteg fire station. 

The Fire Brigade’s 
Union, which has 
opposed the scheme, 
which would see a 
change in shift patterns 
to five officers on duty 
for 24 hours at a time, 
has proposed an alterna¬ 
tive to save money. 

Coun Keith Edwards 


told the council that a 
new proposal for flexi¬ 
ble crewing, which has 
already been carried out 
in Surrey, is being evalu¬ 
ated at the moment. 

The union has 
claimed that this scheme 
will yield the savings 
which were required 
under self-rostering. 

Coun Edwards said he 
hoped that this proposal 
would be considered at 
the meeting on 
September 28, when the 
authority is due to con¬ 
sider the self-rostering 
scheme. 

“There is some 
progress and I hope they 


can reach an agree¬ 
ment,” he added. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
welcomed the news and 
said that, in its response 
to the council, which had 
written urging the 
authority not to bring in 
self-rostering, the 
authority had stated that 
there could be redundan¬ 
cies and station closures, 
unless savings were 
made. 

“The big stick was out 
in that letter. Hopefully, 
the opposition of some 
of the councils covered 
by the authority has 
helped sway the man¬ 
agement on this issue.”

Lack of copper results 
in drop in crime rate! 


CRIME in the Llynfi 
Valley almost halved 
in August compared 
with July - thanks to 
the end of copper 
wire thefts. 

In July, the Caerau 
area was hit with a spate 
of more than 100 inci¬ 
dents where copper wire 
was stolen from houses 
in the village. Whole 
streets were targeted. 

Sgt Paul Thomas told 
Maesteg Town Council 
that the copper thefts 
had stopped which had 
resulted in a big drop in 
the crime figures. In 
July, there were 191 
crimes in the valley 
compared to 106 in 
August. 

There has been an 
increase in house burgla¬ 
ries - from four to seven 
- with five of these in 
Caerau. 

And the number of 
thefts from vehicles has 
doubled from six to 12, 
with seven in the West 
Ward and five in Caerau. 

But theft including 
shoplifting was down to 
20 and vehicle thefts 


were reduced from six to 
two. 

Sgt Thomas stressed 
that there was no pattern 
to the burglaries or any 
of the other crimes. He 
said that no particular 
area was being targeted 
so it was difficult for the 
police to put together an 
operation to counteract 
it. 

He told councillors 
that incidents of criminal 
damage had been com¬ 
mitted, with stones and 
bricks being thrown at 
cars and properties but 
some people had been 
arrested. 

He pointed out that 
incidents of anti-social 
behaviour were down 
month on month - from 
91 to 81. 

Sgt Thomas stated 
that police had run an 
automatic number plate 
recognition operation 
which had produced 
some results and they 
had also executed war¬ 
rants on people who had 
failed to appear in court. 

He said that police 
had mounted some tar¬ 
geted patrols in the val¬ 


ley which should see a 
drop in crime when this 
month’s figures are pro¬ 
duced. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
said that when volun¬ 
teers were cleaning the 
river at Caerau last 
weekend, they had found 
a bag hidden by the river 
containing short pieces 
of copper wire. This has 
been handed in to police. 

“The bag was hidden 
in a place where it could 
be picked up easily,” he 
added. 

Sgt Tomas promised 
to look into this. 

Coun Colin Teesdale 
was concerned about the 
burglaries and thefts 
from cars in the West 
ward. 

He felt that police 
were being “relaxed” 
and said that the figures 
were “pretty damn 
poor.” 

Sgt Thomas replied 
that the criminal damage 
incidents were not hap¬ 
pening to a particular 
family or in a particular 
area which made it diffi¬ 
cult to act.

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Councillors are 
determined to 
get a public 
toilet opened in 
M aesteg park 

Town council will continue 
to press borough council 


MAESTEG Town 
Council is to per¬ 
sist in its attempts 
to get a public toi¬ 
let opened in 
Maesteg Welfare 
Park. 

The council has set 
some money aside in its 
budget to pay to refur¬ 
bish a toilet at the park 
but their initial request to 
upgrade the toilet at the 
back of the sports pavil¬ 
ion has been rejected by 
BCBC because it would 
be subject to vandalism. 

The town council is 
now investigating the 
possibility of upgrading 
the toilets inside the 
bowls pavilion and 
attempting to get them 
opened for the use of the 
public. 

The council met 
Gareth Evans from 
BCBC who is in charge 
of playing fields. Coun 
Keith Edwards told him 
the park was the centre¬ 
piece of the town and 
was highly popular and 
very well used. 

“People visit the park 
looking for toilets but 
other than when the 
sports pavilion is open 
when a game is being 
played, there are no toilet 
facilities.” 

He asked Mr Evans 
for suggestions. 

Mr Evans said he had 
met town councillors at 
the park in May. He had 
explained that the toilets 
inside the pavilion locat¬ 
ed by the rugby pitches 
were available for use 
when the pavilion was 
open during matches. But 
it is locked at other times. 

He explained that 
using the internal toilets 
in the bowls pavilion was 
the best option. He 
agreed that ideally, there 
should be toilets at the 
park. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
remarked that the park 
was very well used every 
evening. He asked if the 
bowls pavilion was open 
in the evening when no 
bowls matches were 
being played. 

“The borough has a 
policy of encouraging 
healthy outdoor activities 
and we have 40 to50 chil¬ 
dren in the park some 
evenings but there’s no 
toilet they can use. We 
need a toilet to be avail-

able 90 per cent of the 
time when the park is in 
use.” 

He added that the toi¬ 
lets need to be signpost¬ 
ed. 

Mr Evans said that 
Maesteg Park had an 
attendant present every 
day from 2pm until dusk 
which is about 9pm in 
the summer. 

He added that within 
those limits, the toilets at 
the bowls pavilion would 
be available. 

Coun Colin Teesdale 
informed fellow council- 
llors that a packed public 
meeting has been held 
and people were upset 
about the lack of toilets. 

“We have not yet been 
able to take one step for¬ 
ward on this. Council 
officers seem to take the 
view that we cannot have 
the toilets because the 
council cannot afford it. 
But there is some money 
around and people feel 
very strongly about this.” 

He added that the ten¬ 
nis courts in the park 
were unusable and the 
existing toilet facilities 
there were in a shocking 
state. 

Mr Evans said that it 
was a fact that the coun¬ 
cil did not have any 
money and there was 
nothing in his budget to 
provide toilets. He asked 
how much the town 
council had available, but 
this figure was not dis¬ 
closed at the meeting. 

Coun Edwards said 
that the town council was 
looking for a toilet facili¬ 
ty which would be open 
when the park was open. 

He asked if the toilets 
in the bowls pavilion 
could be sealed off from 
the rest of the pavilion, 
enabling them to remain 
open while the pavilion 
itself was closed. 

“But that would mean 
having someone there to 
open up the toilets and 
then close them at night,” 
he pointed out. 

Mr Evans said that 
there would be concern 
about having toilets left 
open when the park was 
unattended because they 
would be subject to van¬ 
dalism. He said that there 


was no estimate available 
at the moment of the 
costs of refurbishing 
these toilets. 

Coun Phil Jenkins said 
that the present position 
was disgraceful. 

“Maesteg has one of 
the best parks in the 
whole of the county bor¬ 
ough but we are exclud¬ 
ing the elderly and dis¬ 
abled from enjoying the 
park because of the toilet 
situation.” 

He said that neigh¬ 
bouring councils had 
placed toilet facilities in 
their parks. 

“Maesteg used to have 
them until they were 
locked up. We pay the 
highest council in the 
county borough and the 
council should take this 
on board.” 

Mr Evans said he fully 
supported the need for 
toiilets but there was no 
money available at the 
borough. 

Coun Ian Jones told 
councillors that children 
using the park after 
school have to go to the 
Sports Centre to use their 
toilets. 

Coun Keith Edwards 
said it was apparent that 
BCBC were only willing 
to have toilets open when 
the park is manned. 

“Although this may 
not be satisfactory, it is 
something that we have 
not got now. 

“We should consider 
investing our money as a 
council in this. It will be 
very difficult to get the 
toilets open outside the 
hours when the council 
has an attendant in the 
park. We should pay for 
the toilets to open at 
these times and also put 
up signs.” 

Coun Ross Thomas 
said that residents had 
formed a Eriends of 
Maesteg Welfare Park 
organisation and they 
were anxious to work 
with BCBC and the town 
council to get things 
done. 

It was agreed to write 
to BCBC and ask them 
for costings for refur¬ 
bishing the toilets at the 
Bowls pavilion and also 
to erect signs around the 
park. 

Keith Edwards said 
that once the council had 
some idea of the cost, it 
could consider the 
options.

Concern over 
plastic being 
sent to landfill 


THE problem of

He said that 
the town council should 
be celebrating their 
achievements. 

Coun Colin Teesdale 
pointed out that 
Bridgend was streets 
ahead of most other 
councils. He said that 
there had been problems 
but these were being 
addressed. 

“Vehicles have been 
changed and different 
work practices have 
been brought in. We 
should not be condemn¬ 
ing something that will 
eventuallybe proved to 
be very successful .” 

Coun Jenkins said he 


was not being critical 
and merely wanted to 
know what was happen¬ 
ing to the landfill items. 

“I just want to know 
what plans they have to 
eradicate the plastics 
going to landfill,” he 
added. 

It was agreed to send 
a letter to BCBC.

“SHOUT believes that helping the elderly stay fit 
and mobile is important, and that is why we will 
continue to campaign for leisure facilities to be 
included in regeneration plans.”

M y Defence 
Committee 
mailing 
has arrived and I 
have a large and 
varied number of 
documents to read. 

Readers may be inter¬ 
ested in the variety of 
background reading for 
the select committee. 

The Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) report 
on military low flying in 
the UK is interesting 
reading. Wales falls into 
Area 7 and is important 
for advanced fast pilot 
training, low flying 
training, and for helicop¬ 
ter training. Wales and 
Scotland are both espe¬ 
cially important because 
of the variety of terrain. 

Much of the helicop¬ 
ter pilot and crew train¬ 
ing is pre-deployment 
training for overseas 
operations. No-one likes 
low flying aircraft, espe¬ 
cially the noisy fast jets, 
but having visited the 
training schools and 
flown over some of the 
training zones, I know 
how vital they are to the 
defence and security of 
the country. 

Inter departmental 
reports are unceasingly 
being produced, and the 
report on the Global 
Threat Reduction 
Programme is a com¬ 
bined report from the 
Foreign Office, (FCO), 
MoD and Department of 
Energy and Climate 
Change (DECC). 

This programme 
addresses nuclear, radio¬ 
logical and biological 
risks and is the UK’s 
largest programme 
against the spread of 
weapons and material of 
mass destruction. 

Since 2002, priority 
has been given to help¬ 
ing Russia deal with its 
vast cold war weapons 
legacy. The UK’s 
Counter Proliferation 
Strategy has four 


strands. Dissuading, 
detecting and denying 
states from seeking, 
developing and acquir¬ 
ing WMD weapons and 
materials, as well as 
defending the country 
from the threats of pro¬ 
liferation of such 
weapons. 

The National Audit 
Office (NAO) report on 
the right size for an 
operationally effective 
defence estate sounds 
dull but is vital reading. 
The MoD estate is val¬ 
ued at more than £20 
billion and includes 571 
key sites including air¬ 
fields, naval bases and 
barracks, costing over 
£2.9 billion a year to run 
both here in the UK and 
abroad. 

Part of the estate has 
already been sold. 
Between 1998 and 2009, 
£3.4 billion was generat¬ 
ed by sales; Chelsea 
Barracks in central 
London sold for almost 
£1 billion alone. 

Einding the right bal¬ 
ance of assets, between 
training estates, key 
operational land and 
support facilities which 
are also fit for purpose 
and in the right geo¬ 
graphical locations is 
complex, and will be 
ongoing as the cuts bite 
into each department. 

The 171 pages of the 
MoD Consolidated 
Departmental Resource 
Accounts is not easy 
reading, but again vital 
within the cuts agenda. 
Government departments 
are on the whole not 
good at project manage¬ 
ment, especially of large 
scale long term projects. 

The Grey review of 
2009 pointed out that 
this was especially true 
of MoD defence pro¬ 
curement, though it also 
pointed at that the UK 
was on the whole, better 
at procurement than 
most NATO allies. 

It is easy to forget that 
the MoD was created in 


1964 by joining together 
the MoD, the Admiralty, 
the War Office and the 
Air Ministry. 

Change is a constant 
part of government and 
one of the changes 
placed six departments 
as separate agencies 
within the MoD; these 
include Defence Storage 
and Distributions, 
Defence Vetting, MoD 
Police and Guarding, 
Service Children’s 
Education, and the 
Service Personnel and 
Veterans Agencies. 

Pour Defence agen¬ 
cies operate as trading 
funds and these include 
the Met Office (which 
sells the weather report 
to the TV companies 
each day), the UK 
Hydrographies Office 
(selling complex naviga¬ 
tion aids, charts and tidal 
information around the 
world) The Defence 
Support Group (a vital 
agency for repair, main¬ 
tenance and research) 


A SPECIAL police 
operation involving 
neighbourhood 
police officers, spe¬ 
cial constables and 
the police dog sec¬ 
tion, was held on 
Saturday 
(September 11) in 
Porthcawl. 

A spokesman reported 
that Operation Judas was 
a high profile, reassur¬ 
ance initiative aimed at 
increasing public confi¬ 
dence and sending out 
the message that South 
Wales Police does not 
tolerate the use and sup¬ 
ply of controlled drugs. 

Police officers had set 
up special drugs testing 
equipment, known as an 
Itemiser, at one of the 
town’s nightclubs and 
those who wanted to go 
in were advised that as a 
condition of entry they 
may be subject to a 
drugs test. 


and finally the Defence 
Science and Technology 
Laboratory (providing 
independent technology 
and scientific advice). 

These four trading 
funds are self-funding 
and provide income to 
the MoD. The various 
arms of the MoD 
employs more than 
196,000 service and 
76,400 civilians and has 
responsibility for a large 
reserve force. 

The Strategic Defence 
Review is taking up a 
great deal of time and 
effort within the world 
of defence at present. I 
have a number of meet¬ 
ings on this next week 
and four papers on this 
issue are before me. An 
81-page report from the 
Service Complaints 
Commissioner is there to 
prepare me for a further 
meeting next week. 

All of the papers I 
have detailed here are 
available on the MoD or 
other departmental web 


During the evening, 
almost 100 drug tests 
were conducted using 
the Itemiser. Of these the 
machine detected traces 
of a variety of controlled 
drugs, resulting in 
grounds for a search and 
two search teams 
worked throughout the 
evening and searched 
around 40 people, which 
resulted in two arrests 
for possession of Class 
B drugs.

Neighbourhood 
Inspector David 

Williams said: “The 
operation was welcomed 
by the visitors to the 
nightclub and many of 
them commented that 
the operation should be 
done more regularly. 

“None of those who 
were asked to be tested 
refused and we had total 
cooperation from every¬ 
one. 

“Operation Judas 
helped to raise the pro¬ 


sites. None are confi¬ 
dential; ah are in the 
public domain. 
Confidential papers 
arrive in a different for¬ 
mat. 

Staffs within MP’s 
offices open ah incom¬ 
ing mail so, confidential 
papers are within multi¬ 
ple envelopes, the final 
one containing the name 
of the MP and a warning 
that the envelope is to be 
opened by the addressee 
only.

I tend to use the train 
journey to London to 
work through committee 
papers.

In the first six 
months of this 
year, the circula¬ 
tion of the 
Western Mail, the 
national newspa¬ 
per of Wales, fell 
by 10.2 per cent - 
to 29,567 com¬ 
pared to the same 
period last year. 
(The Welsh popu¬ 
lation is about 
three million). 

. The paper’s sis¬ 


ter paper serving 
north Wales, the 
Liverpool-based 
Daily Post, has 
seen a decline of - 
4.5per cent, to 
32,414 copies dis¬ 
tributed. 

(The South 
Wales Echo’s 
average circula¬ 
tion has also fall¬ 
en by lO.lper cent 
to 35,389 over the 
same comparative 
period). 

James Stewart, 
a senior lecturer 
in journalism at 
the University of 
Glamorgan, has 
stated that the fig¬ 
ures are “sad and 
worrying”. 

Pointing out 


that when he 
worked for the 
Western Mail in 
the 1970s-80s, its 
circulation was 
around 90,000, he 
said there were 
serious implica¬ 
tions about the 
decline over the 
last 30 years.

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Duplass brothers’ comedy 
shows some real heart 
along with the laughs 


DESPITE his seri¬ 
ous acting reputa¬ 
tion, John C Reilly 
has been more than 
willing to give his 
funny bone a good 
exercise in recent 
years. 

Having been directed 
by the likes of Martin 
Scorsese, Robert Altman 
and P T Anderson, 
Reilly’s recent films have 
been of a more comedic 
bent. Having shown a 
wonderful sense of 
comic timing in 2006’s 
Talladega Nights, Reilly 
has since toplined Walk 
Hard and Step Brothers, 
while his latest film, 
Cyrus, sees him return to 
the comedic well once 
more. 

Reilly plays John, a 
divorcee who meets 
Molly (Marisa Tomei) at 
a party and their relation¬ 
ship starts to blossom. 
However, when Molly’s 
son Cyrus (Jonah Hill) 
appears on the scene, 
John suddenly finds that 
he may not be quite so 
accepting of their rela¬ 
tionship. With the battle 
lines drawn, with John on 
one side and Cyrus on the 
other, who will win out in 
the battle for Molly’s 
affections? 

If you’ve seen the 
trailer for Cyrus, you 
may have been led to 
believe that the film was 
a Judd Apatow-esque 
comedy that is aimed 
squarely at the comedic 
solar plexus; sadly, the 


marketing bods have got 
it wrong again, as the 
film is a far more consid¬ 
erate and thoughtful 
piece of work, balancing 
laughs with reality and 
ending up as being a 
highly enjoyable piece of 
work. 

That the film is more 
than just a collection of 
jokes is down to the 
Duplass brothers. Jay and 
Mark, who were figure¬ 
heads of the early 
noughtie’s mumblecore 
movement, where films 
were made on low budg¬ 
ets, using improvisation 
instead of scripted dia¬ 
logue and making the 
films low-key. 

It is an attitude they 
apply and one that by and 
large works very well, 
the improvisation and 
rooting in reality of the 
characters and their situ¬ 
ations feeling unforced 
and naturalistic. 

Certainly, the charac¬ 
ters suffer from a lack of 
development and back¬ 
ground, but it is the lack 
of forced comedy that 
comes through, the 
humour deriving from 
the situations as opposed 
to trying to concoct 
comedic set-pieces that 
detract from the realistic 
edge the brothers are 
after. 

Their attitude to direc¬ 
tion is obviously the 
same as their attitude to 
scripting - minimal fuss, 
no bells and whistles, just 
a desire to root things in 
reality, and their use of 
hand cameras and close- 


ups lends itself superbly, 
giving the film an intima¬ 
cy that the pared-down 
visuals accentuate. Its 
roots in real world ideol¬ 
ogy means that while the 
jokes are more natural, 
the more dramatic 
moments similarly work 
well. 

The brothers draw 
strong turns from the 
three main cast members, 
Jonah Hill standing out 
superbly with his turn as 
the son who wants to 
make sure his mother’s 
burgeoning relationship 
with John doesn’t get off 
the ground. 

Hill has made his 
name in broad comedies 
such as Superbad, and 
while his turns in these 
may peg him as being a 
one-note performer, here 
he shows hitherto unseen 
levels of drama. 

It would have been 
easy for Hill to overplay 
the part and try to empha¬ 
sise the comedy element, 
but instead he underplays 
it, revealing Cyrus’ lay¬ 
ers as the film moves on. 

Alongside him, John C 
Reilly delivers a wonder¬ 
ful performance as the 
lovelorn loser whose 
world suddenly seems 
that much brighter once 
he meets Molly. 

Reilly is hardly on for¬ 
eign territory here, but he 
brings a strong sense of 
character to the role, cap¬ 
turing his sadsack per¬ 
sonality to great effect. 
Marisa Tomei is equally 
as good, caught up in the 
middle of the warring

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factions and shows the 
struggle of trying to 
move on without alienat¬ 
ing her son well. 

Never less than like¬ 
able and more than a 
match for Reilly and Hill, 
her turn is just as good as 
Reilly’s, while well-han¬ 
dled support from 
Catherine Keener, as 
John’s ex-wife, and Matt 
Walsh, as her husband- 
to-be, caps a strong cast. 

The film’s basis in 
reality makes it a pleas¬ 
ing watch, though some 
may find that the con¬ 
stant moving camera 
angles and shots, and the 
‘independent’ air that 
hangs over proceedings, 
to be somewhat divert¬ 
ing. A fair point, but 
considering this is the 
Duplass’ first genuine 
attempt to make a film 
that transcends their art- 
house origins, Cyrus is 
refreshingly different. 

While the set-up and 
execution are hardly oft- 
used, the brothers’ 
approach to the film and 
their stylistic, or lack of, 
touches make this far 
more than just your run- 
of-the-mill comedy. 

While it shares a simi¬ 
lar love for the heart that 
has become the exclusive 
proclivity of Judd 
Apatow’s work, Cyrus 
shows that if the Duplass 
brothers want, they can 
be just as influential with 
their work. Given, 
though, that their previ¬ 
ous films have dealt with 
subject matter like buy¬ 
ing a chair from eBay 
like a character’s father 
once had and a film about 
making a horror film, 
where the villain is a man 
with a bag over his head, 
their next outing may 
well be more wilfully 
obscure. 

However, their skill 
here means their next 
move may be far higher 
profile than they’ve 
come to expect, and 
Cyrus is the reason for 
that. 

VERDICT: A first 
mainstream outing for 
Mark and Jay Duplass, 
and a huge success, 
Cyrus is a wonderful fdm 
that balances laughter 
with pathos and creates a 
strong piece of work. 

With superb perform¬ 
ances across the cast, 
this may well be the film 
that the Duplass ’ can use 
as their calling card. 
Recommended.

The evening conclud¬ 
ed with the officers 
escorting their guests to 
the front of the Mess, 
where they assembled on 
the steps to watch a 
Sunset Ceremony. 

As the flag was low¬ 
ered, two aircraft flew 
towards the setting sun. 
As they approached the 
Mess, one banked left, 
the other right, and for a 
second there was a glint 
of sunlight on the under¬ 
side of the aircraft. 

On the ground a cere¬ 
monial march past of 
Royal Air Force trainees 
from No 4 School of 
Technical Training, led 
by parade commander. 
Flight Lieutenant 
Bryony Robinson, took 
place and the salute was 
taken by the overall 
Commanding Officer, 
Commodore King. 

The RAF St Athan 
Voluntary Band provided 
the musical accompani¬ 
ment which made the 
ceremony complete. 

Wing Commander 
Lyndon Jones, said: “It 
was a lovely evening 


and well attended. 
Following with the 
Royal Air Force tradi¬ 
tions on these occasions, 
it was rewarding to see 
the trainees undertake 
their ceremonial duties 
with such pride.” 

The brief appearance 
of the aircraft was a 
poignant and visual 
reminder of the size and 
speed of the Spitfires of 
the past, and on this 
occasion they were 
flown by St Athan-based 


pilots. Officer

Leader Phil Atkinson, 
and Chief Flying 
Instructor, Flight 
Lieutenant Lee Gas son. 

For Squadron Leader 
Atkinson, the moment 
was one to savour as he 
has been allocated a 
future posting and will 
be leaving St Athan at 
the end of this year.

VALE ATHLETES DO THEIR BIT - BUT IT’S 
NORTH WALES WHO TAKE THE SPOILS! 


12th Welsh Inter Regional Track & Field Championships • 


Cardiff International Sports Stadium

VALE athletes, competing at the final Welsh out¬ 
door domestic track and field fixture of the sum¬ 
mer - the 12th Inter Regional championships - 
will have left the Cardiff International Sports 
Stadium, this year’s venue, with a variety of emo¬ 
tions. 

For those who competed for south Wales at the 
2009 event at a very wet Swansea University track, 
there will have been disappointment that, after sur¬ 
prisingly winning the overall points title for the first 
time in 11 attempts in the backyard of their biggest 
rivals, west Wales, there was no second consecutive 
victory. 

The west Wales team, guided by Dr Hedydd 
Davies, were simply better organised, and fielded 
more athletes in this two athletes per individual 
event competition and were well worth their clean 
sweep of all three trophies - men’s points, women’s 
points and overall points. 

It is true that the south Wales under-20 team, and, 
to a lesser extent the east Wales team, were affected 
by an unusual clash of fixtures. 

The Cardiff AAC under-20 team, which also 
included under-17 athletes, was involved in a 
National Junior League Midland promotion match at 
Derby, with the result that a number of top young¬ 
sters, plus their team manager, Mrs Debbie Bull, 
were competing there rather than in Cardiff. 

Although Barry Road resident Mrs Bull selected 
the under-20 men’s team, she was missed from her 
usual team manager role at the inter-regional. 

To win at this event, you have to field a good 
number of senior athletes (over 20) - easy to say, 
more difficult to achieve. 

The two Vale ‘seniors’ who set new championship 
bests on the day certainly had differing emotions. 
Both Brett Morse, the former Stanwell and St Cyres 
pupil, who is now the UK No 1 discus thrower, and 
Lianne Clarke, who showed real promise with the 
javelin as a pupil at Cowbridge Comprehensive, had 
competed at the McCain’s UK Challenge final at 
Leckwith on the previous day. 

Morse had won with a throw of 60.62 metres, not 
far off his season’s best, and Welsh record, of 63.35 
metres, while Clarke set a season’s best of 51.11 
metres with the 600 gram javelin to finish second, a 
performance which will have heartened her and her 
fan group. 

At the inter-regional, understandably, they were 
below their Saturday best. Morse, a consistent 
record-breaker at this competition in recent years, 
added nearly two metres to his 2009 best with a 
throw of 56.41 metres while Clarke produced a 
47.37 metres effort to add nearly a metre to her own 
championship mark, set in 2004. 

While both athletes can take pride in those 
achievements, Morse can continue to train hard as he 
prepares for his first Commonwealth Games, in 
Delhi in October, while Clarke has missed out for a 
second successive Games and must now turn her 
thoughts and training towards Glasgow in 2014. 

There were five other Vale athletes who claimed 
wins in the maroon and white colours of south 
Wales. 

Barry Comprehensive sixth former Curtis 
Mathews must be a joy for any team manager. His 
combined events background means that he is a 
potential quality performer in half a dozen events. 
Here, he did duty in the 100m, high jump, long 
jump, shot and discus, claiming top three spots in all 
but the high jump, and winning the discus with a, by 
his own standards, modest distance of 37.86 metres. 

While Brett Morse and Lianne Clarke are estab¬ 
lished performers, there are high hopes for Mathews 
in the years ahead. 

There were no Vale winners in the under-17 men’s 
section, but Llantwit year-10 Lucy Taylor made the 
most of the occasion to win the women’s long jump 
with an encouraging best of 4.92 metres. 

In the under-15 section, the Stanwell duo of 
sprinter Tom Williams and thrower Matteo Holmes 
have impressed throughout the summer, and the 
year-9 pair continued their success at the inter¬ 
regional. 

Williams claimed a sprint double, and ran a leg for 
the victorious South 4 xlOO squad but was beaten by 
old rival Lloyd Robbins (North) in the long jump, 
while Holmes claimed a discus/hammer double with 
distances which may have disappointed in the ham¬ 
mer, but given pleasure in the javelin. 

It was a delight to see three more Vale javelin 
throwers competing. Simon Bull surprised himself 
with victory in the senior men’s age group with 
Fearghas Gough (Stanwell) taking second in the 
under-20s and tough-as-teak Scott Hewins 
(Llantwit) finishing third at under-17. 

Two Cowbridge year-8 pupils, competing for the 
under-15 teams, certainly had mixed fortunes. 

Annabel Curie, the South Wales Regional Schools 
under-13 cross-country champion, has been stuck on 


the 1.40s height in her high jump, but here cleared 
1.50 metres for second place, while her school-mate, 
George Griffiths, the Aviva UK Sportshall under-13 
standing long jump champion, cleared 1.60 metres in 
the high jump, for third place, but had the misfortune 
to have three no jumps in the long jump, the event 
where he would have hoped for a better placing. 

In the endurance events, Barry Comprehensive 
year-9 Matthew Collins hacked another chunk off 
his 800 metres time with a 2:04 clocking, and added 
further encouraging performances in the 400 metres 
and relay, while two year-10 pupils, Matthew 
Edwards (Barry Comprehensive) and Rory Heslop 
(Bro Morgannwg), who have made their mark over 
the country, must be wondering what might have 
been achieved had they taken the 1,500 metres stee¬ 
plechase event seriously at the start of the season. 

Next year’s inter-regional event will be hosted by 
North Wales, possibly at Connah’s Quay.

KENFIG HILL’S 
Delyth Thomas has 
never had so much 
publicity in the 
national press since 
her Am I Blue, 
backed from 25-1 to 
5-1, landed a huge 
gamble at Hereford 
Races recently. 

All eyes were on her 
four-year-old filly when 
she lined up again at 
Newton Abbot just five 
days later - this time, 
she stormed home again 
by 22 lengths from You 
Can Of Course. 

Am I Blue’s Hereford 
win is the subject of a 
British Horse Racing 
Authority investigation 
and Mrs Thomas told 
me: “On the way to 
Newton Abbot, I 
received a telephone call 


to say that after heavy 
rain the going, which 
had been on the good 
side, was now getting 
soft and I didn’t know 
how my filly would act 
on it.” 

She added: “Had it 
not been for all the con¬ 
troversy over the 
Hereford race, I would 
have withdrawn her, but 
I decided to let her take 
her chance and Richard 
(Johnson, the winning 
jockey) told me she went 
very well on it and, of 
course, I was delighted 
with the result.” 

However, Mrs 
Thomas is still smarting 
from some of the things 
that have been said in 
the national press and by 
one racing commentator 
in particular. 


She claims she does¬ 
n’t know who was 
behind the massive gam¬ 
ble on her filly and 
believes the fact that she 
replaced Cowbridge’s 
Deano Coleman, a 51b 
claiming jockey, with 
top jockey Richard 
Johnson may have been 
the cause, as punters 
read more into the jock¬ 
ey change than they 
should have. 

She said: “Contrary to 
what some newspapers 
have been saying, there 
was nothing sinister 
about the change of 
jockey. Dean hadn’t had 
much sleep after his 
grandmother had been 
taken ill during the night 
and, truth be known, he 
had become somewhat 
disillusioned with rac¬ 


ing, as many jockeys do 
from time to time.” 

Am I Blue used to be 
owned by Cardiff book¬ 
maker David Lovell and 
trained by Aberthin’s 
Tim Vaughan, and 
rumours that it had been 
given a trial on Tim’s 
gallops were scotched by 
Mrs Thomas. 

She said: “It’s simply 
untrue. I trained her on 
my own circular gallops, 
where I train my Arabian 
horses.” 

Meanwhile, Vaughan 
had plenty to smile 
about last week, sad¬ 
dling another two win¬ 
ners. His three-year-old 
Sassanian, owned by 
Michael Page, finally 
made it to the winner’s 
enclosure after a string 
of second and third

Folly, owned by David 
Lovell and backed from 
6-1 to 9-2, was success¬ 
ful at Uttoxeter.
